Explanatory Memoruudum 


The Holiday Home in Shillong Cantonment was purchased 
on the 18th June 1966 by the Governing Committee of the 
Assam Government Holiday Home for Defence Services 
Officers, Shillong, out of the funds donated by the Assam 
Government for the welfare of Defence personnel. It is not 
a private institution but a “Garrison Institute” for all pui- 
poses. As its formal ownership docs not vest in it, it Is 
technically liable to pay the taxes. The institution is not 
self-supporting. Considering this fact and in the interest of 
officers of the three services, the Central Oovernraent have 
decided to exempt the institution from the payment of taxes 
imposed by the Cantonment Board ShUlong with effect from 
the 1st April, 1970 to the 31st March, 1975.
